Though the captain himself is in the

I t is only in the control room 
that one learns what t h e phrase "de­ 
votion to d u t y " really means. 


Everything goes with automatic pre­ 
cision in the heart of a warship.. and 
as it is t h e most vital spot on board 
special cars is taken to preserve it 
from harm. 


Think of tha steady nerves required 
of those men, cooped up in this .small 
room when the shells a r e flying around 
and t h e hull is being battered by the 
enemy's guns! A wrong signal might 
mean disastenj but the organization is 
so near perfection that mistakes a r e 
practically .unknown. 


There ie no rest for the officers in 
the control room during a fight They 
m u s t stay a t t h e ship's heart tele­ 
graphing a n d telephoning t o erery 
part of t h e vessel, without taking no­ 
tice of t h e wreckage that is being 
heaped up on every band. 
They know- 
that, when t h e men in turret No. 1 or 
turret No. 2 cease to reply to their 
signals 
something "serious has hap­ 
pened. 


They know t h a t even when the con­ 
ning tower has been smashed by shot 
and shell and' t h e bridge has been 
swept away they must stick to their 
switches so long as there is a n officer 
alive to direct operations. 
Not until 
the «bip is blown up or rammed are 
they allowed t o leave that little room, 
and then t h e y go dowc with her.—St.

Washington, Feb. 3.—The slaughter 
of young calves is one of the ?criou± 
phases of t h e problem of the main- 
tenancc of this country's bcL-f supply. 
: says the department of agriculture in 
a bulletin just issued. 
Statistics in- 
dictate t h a t the slaughter of such ani­ 
mals is increasing rapidly, due pri­ 
marily to an increase in the demand 
for veal, in spite of the prevailing 
high prices of veal. 


Veal calves are largely drawn from 
the dairy districts, 
but, while the 
growth in t h e demand for veal, other 
sections are m a r k e t i n g as veal in con­ 
siderable-numbers calves that, if kept 
and fattened, would have made i*°°d 
beef steers, says the department. T h e 
m a r k e t for stoekers and feeders is 
therefore affected, it is pointed out.

A COLD FRAME. 


have come from the heated 
atmos­ 
phere of the hotbed and hardens them 
to a lower and more nearly 
normal 
temperature. 
The framework of the 
cold frame is practically the same as 
thnt used for the hotbed, but i t Is 
placed on well manured soil instead of 
above a bed of heating manure. 


Neither 
the hotbed nor the cold 
f u m e should ever bo made more than 
six feet In width, because of the dif­ 
ficulty 
in 
working 
with the plants 
when the beds or frames are wider. It 
may be made long enough to aceom- 
ni"drite all (lie plants neoosssiry.

Whenever the department wants to 
kMw whether a bird is of any valuo 
to *»ei«ty, it examines his stomach. 
If the stomach contains the proper 
p0it<on of bugs and worms, the da- 
patimtnt gives the hud his passp>.-t 
to fly anywhere he . pleases in the 
United States. But the stomach must 
show that the bird has been devouring 
a required number of bugs or wortriei 
before its winged owner can get his 
credentials 
from the department's 
bird experts. 


During the past 
year, 
study of 
birds' stomachs resulted in all species 
being added to the list of bird enemies 
of the boll weevil, making a total of 
64 thus far discovered. 
Forty-five 
species of birds, as well as frogs, 
toads, and the salamander, were found 
to have a fondness for the alfalfa Wee­ 
vil. The most active enemies of the 
weevil among the birds are the brew­ 
er blackbird, the western 
meadow 
lark, the volley (mail, and the com­ 
monly despised English sparrow. Tt\r, 
Rocky Mountain toad "wears a pre­ 
cious jewel'in his head" in hia destruc­ 
tion of breeding adult insects in the 
spring and the larvae later in the 
year. 


An examination of the stomachs of 
600 species of birds indicated they had 
no appetite for catcrpillcrs. The 
standing of the skunk was materially 
elevated by the discovery that ho con­ 
siders caterpillois a great delicacy. 


Permits were issued during the year 
for importing 475,392 bird;-, into the 
United States. Amor.p theso wcr*- 
"08,67$ cannnries, 36,700 partridge:: 
and 4.14S pheasants. There was a 
noticeable increase in the importation 
of partridges as' a number, of states, 
including Iowa and Oregon, arc cx- 
pcrimcr.t :-.ig in th^ introduction «>f 
these game birds for restocking' pur­ 
poses.
